KEEPING UP STOCK. 

At this time of the year the vexing question 
of keeping stock, more than ever, confronts the 
bookseller. The young and enthusiastic recruit 
in the ranks of the trade, and some well- 
seasoned ones too, for that matter, are often 
tempted to too great liberality in their orders 
for new publications—to their confusion, later 
on, and sometimes to their undoing alto¬ 
gether. While we do not for a moment dis¬ 
courage the keeping of approved stock in as 
great variety as the extent of the local de¬ 
mand, character of customers and resources 
of the bookseller shall fairly justify, we 
would caution the bookseller to remember 
that new books, like new men, have their 
reputation to make, and it does not pay to 
discount either indiscriminately. 

On the other hand, it is equally bad policy 
to let stock run down, and then to order from 
hand to month. Indeed, it is a matter of 
general complaint among publishers that it is 
difficult to get booksellers to keep even a 
moiety of their best-selling books. They 
complain that it is useless*to create a de¬ 
mand in any locality unless the bookseller 
there will keep their books. And this seems 
reasonable enough. In the main, the saying 
that “if you haven’t got the goods, you will 
not sell them,” holds good in the book busi¬ 
ness as in every other business. It is as 


necessary for the bookseller to place his lit¬ 
erary wares directly before the public as it 
is for the dealer in dry goods to show his 
linens, silks, etc. No written or printed de¬ 
scription or verbal recommendation can begin 
to have the potency in influencing sales as an 
inspection of the books themselves. Espe¬ 
cially is this true of the more or less standard 
books that may be relied upon to be in de¬ 
mand for some years, and that therefore ought 
always to be found in a well-appointed book¬ 
store. It is rare that even a set of the works 
of such popular authors as Dickens and Scott 
is sold except when brought to the attention 
of the purchaser with a reference to its new 
illustrations and new get-up, or some other 
advantage over previous editions. Fine sets of 
books arranged in cases in the bookstore 
suggest a similar disposition in the home li¬ 
brary. Books are costly and must be ex¬ 
hibited that their value may be appreciated. 
Every bookbuyer knows that so long as the 
book he has in mind is not procurable except 
by a direct order through his bookseller, he 
will consult his necessities very closely before 
giving that order; whereas if the book is 
placed immediately within his reach he will 
in most cases overcome his prudential 
scruples. 

There are many tried and desirable books 
in the market which are certain of a sale if 
properly presented to the bookbuying public, 
and the only risk involved in buying them in 
quantity is in the fact that some of them may 
become shop-worn—a risk that may easily be 
guarded against by proper wrapping and stor¬ 
ing. To neglect them altogether on this pos¬ 
sibility, and only to supply them in cases 
where they are ordered, is to neglect one of 
the greatest opportunities of cultivating and 
extending the book business, The policy of 
keeping only sufficient stock to answer the 
purpose of a sign-board is not one that will 
make the bookstore either the attractive or 
useful place which it should be in the com¬ 
munity. 


A NOVEL PROPOSITION FOR INDEX¬ 
ING BOOKS. 

A writer in the London Globe recently 
said: “I have long thought that a society of 
book-loving young people, who desire to come 
near to the heart of literature, and who 
would be inspired by the idea of doing liter¬ 
ature real service, might be formed for the 
purpose of producing first class indexes to 
unindexed or badly indexed books. Let 
standard editions be used, and let these in¬ 
dexes be issued in annual volumes. They 
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would be of the greatest use. For example, 
an exhaustive index to Montaigne’s Essays 
would be invaluable. At the moment I name 
other works at random. Southey’s Life and 
Letters in seven volumes is full of good stuff, 
and it has no index. There are many novels 
and books of poetry or essays that need in¬ 
dexing, as, for example, ‘Pickwick,’ Words¬ 
worth and Hazlitt’s essays. A place index to 
the Dictionary of National Biography would 
be a big task, but it would be a fine achieve¬ 
ment. Matthew Arnold’s letters have no in¬ 
dex and are nearly unreadable on that ac¬ 
count. A general Ruskin index would be in¬ 
valuable. Such work could be done by an 
association of young people, and I do not see 
why it could not be organized on lines of both 
profit and pleasure.” 


WHY PAPER STRETCHES. 

All machine-made papers, according to the 
Printing Art, possess one pronounced differ¬ 
ence from hand-made. This is their propen¬ 
sity for stretching more across than with the 
grain; one reason for which is that their 
elasticity has been nearly exhausted by the 
necessary tension in running over the ma¬ 
chine. Herein lies an element for the consid¬ 
eration of paper users. To appreciate its im¬ 
portance one has only to think of it in its ap¬ 
plication to pianola roll paper, and to imagine 
what horrible discords would result from a 
badly stretched sheet. 

This brings us to the question of atmos¬ 
pheric conditions in regard to paper. An air- 
dried sheet of paper contains under ordinary 
conditions about 7 per cent, of water. One 
authority states that there is a variation of 
from 2.3 per cent, at 30 per cent, relative hu¬ 
midity to 21.5 per cent, at 100 per cent. The 
elasticity in the machine direction increases 
with the humidity from 2.9 per cent, at 30 per 
cent, to to.2 per cent, at 80 per cent, relative 
humidity, then decreases to 8.9 per cent, at 
too per cent. In the cross direction the 
elasticity gradually rises from 3.1 per cent, 
at 30 per cent, to 14.4 per cent, at 90 per 
cent., falling to 14.T per cent, at 100 per 
cent, relative humidity. Paper when wet 
expands instead of shrinking like cloth. 
This, of course, is due to the absorption 
of water by the fibres and their conse¬ 
quent swelling. The fact is clearly evidenced 
in the curling of a sheet wet on one side, due 
to the expansion of that side. As soon as 
the moisture works through, elasticity in the 
machine direction increases with the humidity. 

The lesson to be drawn from these facts is 
almost too obvious to require further elabor¬ 
ation. It is too often the case, however, that 
the manufacturer of books disregards the 
nature of fibres. Many books are stiff and in¬ 
flexible because the grain runs across instead 
of up and down the page, while many a large- 
page book, or particularly a periodical of light 
weight paper, is disagreeably and needlessly 
flimsy for the opposite reason. The end 
leaves, too, sometimes proclaim the ignorance 
of a binder by their cockling along the back, 
due to the expansion after gluing. This dan¬ 
ger can, of course, be minimized if the grain 


runs up and down the page, allowing the 
paper to stretch across the grain as it naturally 
must, as the result of the moisture of the glue 
swelling the fibres. 

It is for precisely this reason that most 
lithographers order the grain in their paper 
the long way of the sheet, so that the sheet 
in passing through the press may do its nor¬ 
mal stretching without causing a wrinkle. 

Even paper dealers appear at times oblivious 
to the matter of grain in cutting their cards, 
with the result that a card in which the grain 
runs in short dimensions appears lifeless and 
without snap. The necessity for folding bris- 
tol boards with the grain is also at times 
overlooked. 

Printers who have close register to obtain 
could well afford to give these matters care¬ 
ful study. Daily observations of the relative 
humidity and its effect on the work on the 
press might profitably be made; then the im¬ 
possible would less often be demanded of the 
pressman. 

To sum up, after determining the process 
by which a paper is to be ordered made, di¬ 
rections should be given 3s to the running of 
the grain, according to the amount of flex¬ 
ibility or stiffness desired. The probable ef¬ 
fect of humidity in relation to the paper as 
applied to the work to be accomplished should 
also be given due consideration. 


THE AMERICAN MAGAZINE HELD UP 
BY THE MEXICAN GOVERNMENT. 

The Mexican government is holding 750 
copies of The American Magazine which fell 
under the ban of censorship with the publica¬ 
tion of an article on the Yaqui Indians and 
which, according to information received at 
the publication office in New York, is branded 
as inflammatory literature and prohibited 
from public sale. 

The story is one of a series written by John 
Kenneth Turner in The American Magazine 
under the litle “Barbarous Mexico.” It first 
attracted the attention of the Mexican censor 
a month ago when a number of cases of the 
magazine were refused by the Mexican ex¬ 
press companies. At the same time the book 
concern which sells the magazine at the rail¬ 
way stations informed the publishers that it 
could not receive the copies which included 
the article about the government. 

The mail edition of last month’s number 
reached its destination, and on the supposi¬ 
tion that it would again pass the border the 
publishers sent a bigger shipment on October 
18. The magazines have not yet been re¬ 
ceived in Mexico and no official notice has 
been sent to the publishers, who have com¬ 
municated with the post-office authorities in 
Washington. 

The previous numbers of the magazine 
which escaped the censor sold at big prices 
when they were put in circulation in the City 
of Mexico. The present article pictures mur¬ 
der and slavery of the Yaqui Indians. A pho¬ 
tograph showing the conditions in the Belem 
prison, in Mexico City, is said to be counted 
among the objectionable features by the 
censor 
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THE IDENTITY OF JUNIUS. 

R. A. Austen Leigh, of 5 New Street 
Square, London, writes to The Atheneum of 
a certain discovery which, he thinks, may 
point to the authorship of the Junius let¬ 
ters, as follows: 

Turning over the leaves of an old ledgei 
belonging to William Strahan, the founder 
of the printing business now known as Spot- 
tiswoode & Co., I find certain items entered 
under the name of Mr. Francis for the 
years 1762-3-4. Many of the items are at 
present entered as anonymous in the British 
Museum Catalogue, and now that it is possi¬ 
ble to ascribe them to Francis (there is 
nothing to show whether to the elder or the 
younger), some who are well versed in the 
Junius controversy may be able to find 
further proof, one way or another, as to the 
authorship of the letters. I append the va¬ 
rious items:

BEST-SELLER BUBBLES. 

The “best seller” seems to mask a modern 
form of philanthropy, according to a New 
York publisher. “Everybody knows,” says the 
Literary Digest, “that the fortunate author 
accumulates motor-cars and country houses 
from the proceeds of these wealth-producers. 
But Mr. Henry Holt is credited with saying 
that ‘a best seller generally sells as long as 
it is advertised at a little more expense than 
it returns to its publishers/ This, he says, 
‘used to be the way before the failure of the 
concerns who discovered that way of making 
best sellers/ The day of best sellers now 
seems to him to be on the wane, and to sup¬ 
port his belief he quotes a publisher who 
‘gambles higher for them’ than he will and 
who ‘has made some famous losses in his ad¬ 
vances’ as having told him that ‘within a few 
years writers of best sellers have had to put 
up with a sale of 25,000 copies where they 
used to get a sale of 100,000/ Utilitarian 
books are more profitable than ‘pure litera¬ 
ture.’ ” 

Mr. Holt gives his opinion as follows in an 
interview in the New York Times: 

“I have never considered the miscellaneous book 
business worth doing in itself anyhow. By that I 
mean fiction and poetry—pure literature—likewise 
impure and muddy literature. 

“It is only the publication of more or less stand¬ 
ard books—books related more or less to the utili¬ 
ties—that will justify any house in keeping in busi¬ 


ness, as some people holding different opinions 
have learned to their cost. 

“The reason is that fiction seems to have as 
mad a fascination in it for some publishers as for 
confirmed novel-readers—which is not true of the 
more prosy kinds of books. As a consequence of 
this competition in fiction, the number of houses 
given to publishing it, the royalties paid to authors, 
and the discounts to dealers have taken the profit 
out of it/* 

This conservative publisher hasn’t a very 
high opinion of the “ultimate value of writing 
that is being done nowadays in this country,” 
as we learn from these words: 

“Compared to the ’50s and ’60s, American litera¬ 
ture is dead. Everyone knows that. But American 
literature in the ’50s and ’60s meant six or eight 
great authors, whereas now there are ten respectable 
authors where there was but one during tile great 
epoch. This I attribute chiefly to the international 
copyright law, also to the enormous development 
of education in the West. 

“In the great epoch a large portion of the manu¬ 
scripts offered to publishers were so poor that they 
could be dismissed at a glance, while now nearly 
all have got to receive some sort of attention. There 
are very obvious reasons for the improvement, but 
why did so many people who didn’t know how 
write before? The same class has learned how now, 
I suppose. 

“I should be inclined to attribute something of 
the falling off in the very highest grade of writing 
to the falling off in religious enthusiasm, but for 
the fact that most of the writers in the great epoch 
had themselves already been through such a falling 
off. 

“Probably the loss of very high literary quality 
is due to the fact that commercialism is draining 
off the talent into the money-making pursuits; and 
especially to the new fashion developed by the 
literary agent of making authorship one of them.” 


COMMUNICATIONS. 

IS THE LABORER WORTHY OF HIS HIRE? 
To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 

Dear Sir : The communication signed 
“Bookseller,” in The Publishers’ Weekly 
of October 9, and that headed “Does the Re¬ 
quirement of an Excessive Purchase in Order 
to Secure a Living Discount Pay?” was read 
with much interest. 

It seems to be entirely along the lines of 
business procedure, between producer and 
distributor. I remember that a number of 
years ago I secured an arrangement with cer¬ 
tain publishers whereby a certain amount 
should be bought each month in order to se¬ 
cure a maximum discount. I soon found that 
during July and August the maximum month¬ 
ly discount could not be reached, but I did 
find that my yearly purchases were from five 
to ten times in excess of the amount required 
in monthly purchases. It seemed to me that 
it was a fair proposition to say that we would 
take so much per year and not lose our right¬ 
ful profit on two months’ purchases because 
these happened to be dull months, and I in 
turn having on hand a stock of books pub¬ 
lished by each of the publishers in question, 
amounting to a number of thousand dollars 
all the time. 

The publishers saw the truth of my con¬ 
tention, and after that I had no trouble; all 
of which leads me to think that we should 
buy at a discount which will give a living 
profit at all times, and that when we exceed 
a certain gross amount from the publisher’s 
whole list during the year, there should be a 
rebate. 
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I have before me a letter written by one of 
the leading booksellers of this country. He 
writes his belief in “fixed prices under con¬ 
tract at more than a living profit so that an 
occasional bookseller may be honestly re¬ 
puted to have some wealth.” 

He goes on to say that “If there is to be no 
better discount on quantity I should speak for 
an application of the extra discount to the 
grand total of purchases made by a book¬ 
seller during the year.” 

I have heard this same thing expressed 
spontaneously by a number of booksellers 
whom publishers consider it best to do busi¬ 
ness vith. 

It is entirely in the line with my own 
thoughts, and I was much interested in the 
communication in reference to the stationery 
experience of “Bookseller.”

NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

At the examination of Stephen Phillips, 
the poet who has been declared a bankrupt, 
it appeared that for eighteen months “he 
had been borrowing from friends and money 
lenders.” 

The Countess Tolstoy has recently gone to 
St. Petersbury to seek the Government’s as¬ 
sent to the publication of an authorized uni¬ 
form edition of her husband’s writings. 

General Booth, of the Salvation Army, is 
writing his autobiography. He returned to 
public" life last week after undergoing sur¬ 
gical treatment for a defect in his eyesight. 
During his hours of darkness he was busy 
dictating his life story. 

“His Majesty's Sloop Diamond Rock/' 
published five years ago under the name of 
H. S. Houghton, is, it appears, the work of 
Herbert H. Smith, whose own publishers, 
Houghton Mifilin Company, were unaware 
until very recently that the name on the title- 
page of his book was not his own. 

Schiller's one hundred and fiftieth birth¬ 
day, which fell on November 10, was ob¬ 
served in Berlin with a very elaborate pro¬ 
gramme of addresses and dramatic perform¬ 
ances by the most distinguished German and 
foreign actors, authors and critics who have 
had to do with Schiller and his works. Cele¬ 
brations were held also in other German 
cities. 


The retirement of Goldwin Smith from ac¬ 
tive journalism is announced in the Toronto 
Weekly Sun for November 10, which has for 
years been the official organ of his utter¬ 
ances. “Mr. Goldwin Smith wishes us to 
state,” says the Sun, “that old age requires 
him to retire from journalism. Anonymous 
articles therefore are no longer to be ascribed 
to his pen.” Mr. Smith’s last letter, which 
appears in the same issue, scores the British 
Foreign Office, on the ground that it is am¬ 
bitious for the cause and justification of war, 
and asks if Canada can trust it. 

Joseph B. Gilder, editor of Putnam's Mag¬ 
azine, has written the words and composed 
the air of a patriotic song or anthem, entitled 
“In God We Trust,” which had its first public 
hearing on September 25, (“Taft Day,”) at 
Seattle, Washington, where it was sung as a 
chorus on the occasion of the President's 
visit to the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific Exposition. 
Mr. Gilder is the author of “The Parting of 
the Ways,” which first appeared in Harper's 
Weekly, apropos of the war with Spain, and 
is now included in Stedman’s and other an¬ 
thologies of American verse. He is also the 
compiler of the volume of documents and 
addresses called “The American Idea.” 

It is said that Maria Thompson Daviess, 
the author of “Miss Selina Lue,” (Bobbs- 
Merrill,) has enough relatives in Kentucky 
and Tennessee to buy out an ordinary edition 
of a novel. Miss Daviess is a dyed-in-the- 
wool American, for in all the direct branches 
of her family tree she hasn’t an ancestor who 
came to America after the Revolution. But 
she is not the sort to rest content with the 
achievements of her forefathers. She must 
be doing herself. After enjoying all the good 
time of a “Blue Grass belle,” she sold a grant 
of land that had been made to her family by 
the Governor of Virginia before Kentucky be¬ 
came a State, took the proceeds and went to 
Paris to study art. The second and third 
year her . pictures were hung on the line at 
the Salon. Then she came back to America, 
and opened a studio for miniature painting at 
Nashville. In a studio across the hall from 
hcr's was organized a little club of profes¬ 
sional writers and artists. They called it the 
“Pen and Brush Round Table.” Miss Daviess 
was elected to lead the art side of the table, 
but at the third meeting she read a Dutch 
baby storv she had written. And from that 
time on she found a ready market for alHhe 
stories she could do. Out of such beginnings 
grew “Miss Selina Lue.” 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

Frederick Wurtzbach, who claimed to 
have brought the first woodpulp-making ma¬ 
chine to this country from Germany, died on 
October 28, in a hospital in Pittsfield, Mass., 
in his seventy-third year. In 1866, Mr. 
Wurtzbach made in Stockbridge, Mass., for 
the late A. Pagenstecher, what was consid¬ 
ered to be the first woodpulp ever made in 
this country. His process made possible the 
! making of cheaper newspapers. 
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Miss Alice Bertha Kroeger, librarian of 
the Drcxel Institute of Philadelphia, and di¬ 
rector of the Drexel Institute Library School 
since their establishment in 1892, died sud¬ 
denly on October 31. Miss Kroeger had 
been in ill-health for some months, and dur¬ 
ing her summer vacation took a trip abroad 
in the hope that it would restore her strength, 
but returned to her work little benefited by 
the change. Up to October 27 Miss Kroeger, 
with characteristic devotion to duty, was car¬ 
rying her regular schedule of work, and on 
that date delivered her last lecture to the 
school. As the author of ‘‘Guide to Refer¬ 
ence Books’’ and “Aids in Book Selection” 
she has contributed valuable aids to bibliog¬ 
raphy. Miss Kroeger was a graduate of the 
New York Library School, and began her 
library career early in life in the St. Louis 
Public Library. 

Dr. William Torrey Harris, ex-United 
State Commissioner of Education, died in 
Providence, R. I., on November 8. Dr. Har¬ 
ris was born in North Killingly, Conn., on 
September 10, 1835. He attended Yale for 
two and a half years, but was not graduated. 
The degree of A.M. was given him by his 
college, however, in 1869 and an LL.D. in 
1895. He was a teacher in the public schools 
of St. Louis from 1858 to 1867 and superin¬ 
tendent of schools there from 1867 to 1880. 
He was appointed commissioner of education 
of the United States in 1889 and served until 
1906. He was connected with the American 
Social Science Association fifteen years, 
writing many papers for it, and was also 
a member of the Washington Academy of 
Sciences and the American Philosophical As¬ 
sociation. Dr. Llarris received from the Car¬ 
negie Foundation for the Advancement of 
Teaching, “as the first man to whom such 
recognition for meritorious service is given, 
the highest retiring allowance which our 
rules will allow, an annual income of $3000.” 
His death came at the completion of the new 
edition of Webster’s International Diction¬ 
ary, of which he was editor-in-chief, and into 
which, by the development of a system which 
he had worked out, are compacted four hun¬ 
dred thousand words, derivations and mean¬ 
ings. Among Dr. Harris’s principal literary 
contributions were “Psychologic Foundations 
of Education” and “The Spiritual Sense of 
Dante’s Divina Commedia.” 

John Ireland, who was connected with 
the booktrade for about fifty years, died 
on November 8, after an illness of a few 
weeks. Mr. Ireland was born in Belfast, Ire¬ 
land, in 1844. His family emigrated and set¬ 
tled in Montreal, Canada, when young Ire¬ 
land was about four years old. At the age of 
twelve he entered the employ of the Dawsons, 
the well-known Canadian booksellers. Com¬ 
ing to New York in 1863, he secured a posi¬ 
tion with Sheldon & Co., subsequently enter¬ 
ing the employ of Thomas Nelson & Sons. 
In 1865 he took a position with A. D. F. Ran¬ 
dolph, in whose service he remained until 
1885, when lie opened up a book business on 
his own account at 1192 Broadway, in New 


York City. He catered to a society trade, 
and a large part of his sales were made on 
long time. As he had but a limited working 
capital Mr. Ireland, in 1898, was obliged to 
compromise with his creditors, who very gen¬ 
erously offered to back him until he could 
assemble strength enough to work without 
help; but he preferred to give his services in 
the employ of others to secure enough means 
to wipe out his obligations, which in them¬ 
selves were not heavy ones. In the holiday 
season of 1898 he obtained a position in the 
retail department of G. P. Putnam’s Sons, 
which he held until he was taken ill a few 
weeks ago. Mr. Ireland was a thorough 
bookman and in love with his profession. His 
charming manner won for him many friends 
who will hear of his death with genuine 
regret. 

JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

The Hartford Courant celebrated on Oc¬ 
tober 30th the 145th anniversary of its first 
issue. Proud of its ripe old “youngness,” 
The Courant made a special feature of a 
sketch of its history and portraits of its 
early editors. The first issue of The Cour¬ 
ant appeared October 29, 1764. The paper 
was founded by Thomas Green, of the fa¬ 
mous Boston firm of printers, and was run 
off on the first press ever set up in Hartford. 
Green left Hartford about 171)8 for New 
Haven to develop the publishing business 
there, and before going he took into part¬ 
nership Ebenezer Watson, whom he left in 
charge of the paper. Watson died in T777, 
and for a year after “the Widow Watson” 
conducted The Courant.

Cincinnati, O.—Hall N. Jackson* book¬ 
seller, has removed to 719 Vine Street, where 
he has a nice, large store ninety feet deep, 
where he will be able to spread out his stock 
to better advantage. Vine Street is rapidly 
becoming the retail street of Cincinnati. 

Cleveland, O.—J. H. Jansen, importer and 
dealer in books on architecture, decoration, 
etc^ has succeeded M. A. Vinson, at 205 
Caxton Building.

York, has just brought out a “Text-book of 
Ore Dressing,” by Professor Robert H. 
Richards. 

John Eriiardt, Jr., who was manufactur¬ 
ing man with the Frederick A. Stokes Com¬ 
pany for the last two and a half years, is now 
with The Manhattan Press, 476 West Broad¬ 
way, New York City. 

C. M. Clark Publishing Co. have just is¬ 
sued “The Biter,” “The Law of the Range” 
and “Winding Waters,” all works of fiction, 
the latter dealing with happenings between 
General Custer and the Indians in his famous 
raids.

Lc Gallienne, John Davidson and Blanche 
Shoemaker Wagstaff. 

Anent the Cook-Peary controversy, “Why 
should the spirit of mortal be proud?” when 
the immortal “Golliwog” discovered the Pole 
in iqco. We have it from Longmans, Green 
& Co. that this great traveller, whose doings 
have been chronicled for twelve successive 
Christmases to the delight of nursery readers, 
not only found it and carved the names of 
his companions on it, but proved his claim 
through the immediate acceptance of his story 
by an expectant child-wwld. Just now this 
really -great explorer is in the African Jungle 
and his experiences there will shortly be 
given to the public. 

One of the most important contributions to 
recent literature is “In Wildest Africa,” by 
Peter MacQueen, (L. C. Page & Company,) 
the record of a hunting and exploration trip 
through Uganda, Victoria Nyanza, the Kili- 
manjorc region and British East Africa, with 
an account of the ascent of the snow fields of 
Mount Kibo in Central East Africa and a 
description of the various native tribes. 
Readers of his magazine articles might natur¬ 
ally expect Mr. MaoQ'ueen’s book to be the 
latest and most authoritative word on this 
country of the past and future, but the map 
which accompanies the book is a genuine sur¬ 
prise. 

King Edward vii., on the occasion of 
the opening of a new wing to the National 
Hospital for the Paralyzed and Epileptic, of 
which Frederick Macmillan is chairman, con¬ 
ferred the honor of Knighthood on Mr. Mac¬ 
millan, the well-known head of Macmillan 
& Co., of London. Sir Frederick has long 
ago won for himself the regard and respect 
of the trade as a supporter of its best tradi¬ 
tions and as a champion of the cause of fair 
dealing, as well as on account of his en¬ 
deavors to relieve and lessen pain and suffer¬ 
ing among his fellow townsmen. We offer 
congratulations on behalf of his American 
colleagues. 

A. Wessels, New' York, has in active 
preparation “Trailing and Camping in 
Alaska,” by Addison M. Powell, who has 
followed the trail in Alaska for upwards of 
twenty years. The insight the author gives 
into the hardships of prospectors, into the 
manners and customs of the Indians and 
whites, wonderful bits of description of scen¬ 
ery, glaciers, swift-running rivers, canyons, 
whirlpools, volcanoes; of the flora of that 
short summer of the midnight sun; of en¬ 
counters with grizzlies, the shooting of such 
wild game as moose and caribou; glimpses of 
human tragedy, of human sympathy, and un¬ 
selfishness—it all makes up an absorbingly 
interesting and w r ell-told tale. The book will 
be profusely illustrated. 
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Harper & Brothers have just ready “Cap¬ 
tain Stormfield’s Visit to Heaven,” by Mark 
Twain, who lets the captain tell in the first 
person how he has been dead for thirty years, 
whirling through space when he made the 
visit to heaven and found no one who had 
ever heard of the earth. This, of course, 
gives Mark Twain a chance to point out with 
rollicking humor that San Francisco, Cali¬ 
fornia, the United States, America, are not 
quite as big in the general plan of the world 
as some of us think them. They have also 
ready “The Great English Essayists,” the sec¬ 
ond instalment in the Readers’ Library; and a 
reprint of A. Henry Savage Landor’s “In the 
Forbidden Land,” (Thibet,) which now is 
in a new one-volume edition. 

Henry Holt & Co. take pity on the over¬ 
crowded cataloguers and critics, and will to¬ 
day make their last contributions for the 
season to the new books for general readers: 
Miss Jane Grey Perkins’s “Life of the Honor¬ 
able Mrs. Norton,” with illustrations; “The 
Sinking Ship,” a vivid novel of theatrical life 
in London, by Eva Lathbury, author of “The 
Long Gallery; also, “The House of the 
Heart,” a book of quaint little plays, a num¬ 
ber of them morality plays for children, by 
Miss Constance D’Arcy Mackay. In regard 
to Mrs. Norton, it may be recalled that she 
was one of the most brilliant women in the 
last half of the nineteenth century, and known 
as one of the “three graces” of English so¬ 
ciety. She was a granddaughter of Sheridan, 
the great dramatist, and author of several 
novels, many poems and songs, contesting 
contemporary popularity with Mrs. Browning. 

The New York State Library has just 
published the “Calendar of the Sir William 
Johnson Manuscripts in the New York State 
Library,” compiled by Richard E. Day. The 
documents described in this calendar are pre¬ 
served in twenty-six large volumes in the 
State Library and number about 6550. Near¬ 
ly all were public and private papers in the 
possession of Sir William Johnson at the 
time of his death in 1774. They have come 
into the possession of the State of New York 
in various ways—by purchase and by gift. 
These documents cast a vivid light on mili¬ 
tary and political events and situations during 
a considerable period of the eighteenth cen¬ 
tury, while they reveal the attitude of colony 
and crown toward the Indian problem of that 
day, and present a picture of the transactions 
in land which engaged the keenest interest of 
English colonists. At the same time they are 
invaluable memorials of a strong and genial 
personality around which romantic interest 
continues to gather with the movement of 
years. The compilation of the calendar was 
done under the supervision of A. J. F. van 
Laer, archivist of the State Library.. The 
work was begun while Dr. Day was in the 
employ of the State of New York, and was 
continued after his transfer to the office of 
the state historian. 

John Lane Company have just ready 
William Watson’s “Woman With a Serpent’s 


Tongue,” of which all England is talking, and 
besides which the volume contains poems on 
Vivisection, the Church to-day, Leopold of 
Belgium and other burning questions of the 
day. They also have just published a volume 
of the “Selected Poems of John Davidson,” 
which contains the best work o i the unfor¬ 
tunate poet who was driven to suicide. Among 
the poems are contained “A Ballad of a Nun.” 
“A Ballad of Heaven,” “A Ballad of Hell,” 
“Epilogue of Fleet Street Eclogues,” “Earth 
to Earth,” “The Testament of a Man For¬ 
bid,” etc. William Watson fought a loyal 
battle for his fellow-poet, Davidson, in an at¬ 
tempt to secure for him a pension from the 
English government. This aid to the needy 
poet was refused. “The Woman with the 
Serpent’s Tongue,” according to rumor, was 
responsible for the government’s refusal to 
grant this pension. John Davidson com¬ 
mitted suicide shortly after, being unable to 
survive his disappointment and to cope with 
the struggle for existence. Other books just 
brought out are “The Soul of a Turk,” by 
Victoria de Bunsen, the outcome of several 
journeys in Asiatic and European Turkey, 
notably one through the Armenian provinces, 
down the Tigris on a raft to Bagdad, and 
across the Syrian desert to Damascus: and a 
careful work on “Giovanni Boccaccio,” by 
Edward LIutton, containing a concordance 
and full synopsis of “The Decameron,” with 
many bibliographies, also many illustrations 
from rare sources.
